He died on the foniier Buffalo j 
reservation of the Seneca, ou lands

Jacket, began to retreat. Cornplanter 
endeavored to rally the fugitive* and 
made an appeal to 'Red Jacket to turn 
back and fight, but to no avail: 


Red Jacket waa reputed to have a 


most tenacious memory, a quick »It, 
and. a remarkable gift tor defensive 
debate. He was at all times an ego- 
tist, and his mind iras narrow, so ho 
failed to'profit by the leeson taught 
when the avenginc army ot Sulltvan 
desolated their country. The meagre
